HARD COAL COSTS 
LONDON AS MUCH 
AS POTATOES NOW 


Says Govern- 
ment Ought to Seize Mines 
to End Strike . 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct: 29.—Due to the 


coal strike which began in May, 


anthracite now costs London house- 
keepers by the pound as much as 
potatoes and nearly the same as 
cooking apples. Even soft coal 
costs more than cabbage, carrots 
and several other winter vegetables. 

Anthracite, by the ‘undred- 
weight, at the beginniing of cold 
weather, sold for approximately 
$1.50 to $1.75, while soft coal re- 
tailed at about $1.00 for a 113- 
pound sack. 

All sales are regulated by the 
Govérnment, under emergency reg- 
ulations. Private dwellings are al- 
lowed not more than one hundred- 
weight a week. unless there are 
unusual circumstances which must 
be explained to the authorities for 
additional permits.

CARNARVON, Wales, Oct. 29.— 
Former Premier Lloyd George yes- 
terday described the coal dispute 
as “tite greatest crisis ‘since the 
war.” Speaking at a meeting of 
the Liberals, he argued that the 
Conservative Government would be 
justified in taking over the mines. 

“We are passing through the 
greatest crisis since the war,” he 
said. ‘and the government avows 
its complete helplessness. Yet our 
trade balance is going down, until 
this will see the’end of it, and we 
Shall be forced to finance ourselves 
with foreign credit. 

“This country, once banker for 
the world, is now walking to the 
money lenders.”’ 


CATHOLIC CHURCH BOMBED 
THIRD TIME IN A YEAR 


Guard Onis Latcly Removed When 
San Francisco Edifice Is 
Dynaniited Again.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 29.—For 
the third time in 10 months, 
the Catholic Church of SS. Pet>*r 
and Paul here was bombed early 
today. A dynamite blast set off at 
the door, of the edifice shortly hbe- 
fore worshipers began to arrive for 
early mass, did damage amounting 
to several thousand dollars. 

The Rev. Father di Martini was 
sleeping only a few feet from the 
exploding bomb, but was uninjured. 

The oak doors were biown off, 
stained glass windows were shat- 
tered and a hole was made in a 
granite stairway. Nearby houses 
were shaken slightly. 

Because of the two previous ex- 
plofions the @hurch had been un- 
der guard until a few days ago. 

Four pleces of fuse were found 
by Father di Martini, who also re- 
ported that before the explosion an 
automobile had been- parked near 
the church. ,

DETROIT BUSINESS 
INTERESTS CLASH 
WITH CHURCHES 


Church Council Declares 
There Is “Sinister At- 
tempt to Dominate Pul- 
pits.” 


BOARD OF COMMERCE 
REGRETS PUBLICITY 


Says There Is No Reason 
Why Controversy Should 
Be Dragged Through 
Public Press. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 29.—The 
Detroit Council of Churches was 
criticised ‘‘for dragging into the 
public press’? the quarrel precipi- 
tated by the invitation to labor 
leaders to deliver pulpit addresses 
during the recent convention of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
in a brief statement issued today 
by the Detroit Board of Commerce. 
The statement follows: 

“Tf any individual church mem- 
ber is interested in the facts con- 
our controversy with the 
American Federation of Labor, 
such facts are readily available at 
the office of the Detroit Board of 
Commerce. We see no reason why 
such a controversy should be 
dragged,gthrough the public press.” 

The statement followed action of 
the Church Council last night in 
making public a statement declar- 
ing industrial organizations were 
carrying on a campaign of coercion 
and intimidation against Detroit 
ministers for extending the invita- 
tions to labor leaders. 

The alleged campaign was brand- 
ed as a “sinister attempt to dom- 
inate the pulpits of Detroit’ and 
a number of acts were cited which 
were termed “unpleasant forms of 
pressure’ brought to bear on the 
churches. 

The controversy had its incep- 
tion in the issuance of a number of 
invitations to the labor leaders and 
their subsequent withdrawal Dy 
church officials an directors of 
the Y. M. C. A., after representa- 
tives of the employers’ associations 
demanded the right to answer the 
labor speakers. Church officials 
explained that rather than have 
such debates developed it was de- 
cided to cancel the Invitations. 

The action of hoth the ministers 
and the employers’ associations 
were denounced on the floor of the 
Federation convention, where 
speakers charged that the reason 
hehind the eancellation of invita- 
tions was threats of business organ- 
‘zations to withdraw support. 

The Church Council statement 
auotes an article in the Detroiter 
official organ of the Detroit Board 
of Commerce, which contained the 
phrase “If the ministers of Detroit 
onen their pulpits to men who are 
sdmittedly attacking our Govern- 
ment and our American plan of 
rovernment,” etc. 

“The false and insulting nature of 
this innuendo deserves the severest 
kind of reprobation,” the statement 
said, adding that an example of at- 
tempts to coerce the church devel- 
oped when a high official of the 
Board of Commerce in a letter to 
his minister raised the question as 
to whether the church was getting 
money from labor.

Gossip overheard in the smoking 
compartment of a Pullman car was 
the foundation of charges tat 
$35,000 was paid to the Portland 
Morning Oregonian for opposing 
the candidacy of Senator Robert 
N. Stamfield of Oregon, it was de- 
veloped yesteMday by Senator 
Charles L. McNary of Oregon as 
he closed hjs investigaticn here 
into senatorial campaign expendi- 
tures in this Stafe. The information 
regarding the “smoking-t90m gos- 
sip came in a telegram frum Wal- 
ter Hayes of Washington, D. C., 
former, secretary to President 
Roosevelt. 

George Pytnam, publisber of the 
Salem Capital - Journ4l, who 
brought about the Oregon inquurv, 
had testified that he had learned 
of the alleged $35,000 transaction 
in a conversation with Hayes when 
the latter visited the Capital-Jour- 
nal office at Salem.

BUNDSMAN GETS 
UT FROM UNDER 


Louis Rose, on Same Day 
Court Enters Order, 
Transfers All Property He 
Had Listed to Qualify. 


WOULDN'T HAVE BEEN 
GOOD FOR IT ANYWAY 


Rejected by AH Other 
Judges, but Accepted by 
Gayer, Who Says He 
Can’t Watch All the Time 


On.the samc day, Aug. 23, that 
three $10,000 bonds he had signed 
were declared forfeited by the 
Circuit Court, Louis Rose, a pro- 
fessional bondsman, transferred the 
title to alj the property he had list- 
ed at the Recorder’s office, search 
of the records by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter disclosed today. 

There is nothing on the records 
now to show that ‘Rose has any 
property, and the forfeited bonds, 
if reduced to judgments, would be 
uncollectable unless Rose voluntar- 
ily paid them. 

Moreover, even if Rose had kep 
the property in his own name, he 
would not be good for the forfrited 
, $30,000. By his own statement to 
the Court of Criminal Correction he 
possessed real estate which he yval- 
ued at $15,500, on which there wore 
deeds of trust amounting to $3435, 
and ‘$10,000 in stocks and bonds.” 

Barred by All Judges but Gayer. 

This bondsman, barred by «very 
Judge of the Cirenit Court ‘rom 
signing bonds, was accepted by 
Judge Paul Gayer of the Court of 
Criminal Correction on $42,990 
worth of bonds since last Jane 1. 
The Circuit Judges had refused to 
accept Rose on bonds after it be- 
came known that Judge A. B. Fry 
Inst spring had investigated Rose 
and found his qualification’ “puri- 
ous. 

In Mis statement of qualificatioas 
made in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection last January Rose said he 
owned a flat building at’ 2802-04-94 
Texas avenue. This property vas 
appraised at $13,000 by ,the Asses- 
sor. Rose obtained the holding in 
December, 1925, from Joseph Nose, 
a relative. He kept the property 
until the day his three $1%,909 
honds were forfeited and then 
transferred it to- Frank Goebel, 
“consideration $100." The transfor 
is dated Aug. 23 and so are the for- 
f-itures. - 

The three forfeited $10,000 bonds 
name Michael Sullivan, robbery 
suspect, as principal. Sulliven 
failed to appear in the Court of 
Criminal Correction and the bonis 
were sent to the Circuit Court for 
collection. Rose also signed, with 
Judge Gayer’s permission. a 310,- 
000 hond for Lawrence Jullaa, a 
$2500 bond for Jack Gold-and two 
$800 bonds for Ollie Moor. Pro- 
visional Judge Grodski. who sat for 
Gaver during his vacation, accepted 
Rose on another $800 bond.

When the apparent ruse by 
which Rose made it {mpossfble for 
the Sheriff to levy on him for the 
forfeited bonds, was explained to 
Judge Gayer, the Judge said: 
“Well, I cannot be expected to 
watch bondsmen’s property. They 
can swear one day they have $50,- 
000 in property and the next day 
transfer tt to someone else. I will 
make Rose give new qualifications 
hefore permitting him to sign any 
more bonds.”’ 

Tt will be recalled that Judge 
Gayer accepted Sam Arky,. profes- 
sional bondsman, on two $1000 
honds which have been reduced to 
judgments and which Arky has 
thus far refused to pay. He told 
reporters who asked him about 
this that he would call Arky in 
and require him to give new quall- 
fications. So far as known Arky 
has not done this and has not 
signed any more bonds. Arky had 
no property listed In his name and 
presumably was not good for a

W. Stone, on Stand in 
Chicago, Accuses Lowell 
B. Mason in 1,000,000- 
Gallon Wine Plot. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 29.—Ralph Ww. 


Stone, former prohibition director 
of Illinois, who is under jndict- 
ment, testified today that he paid 
$26,000 in graft for approval of 
permits for withdrawal of sacri- 
mental wine to Lowell B. Mason, 
dry State Senator, who is a candi- 
date for re-election next Tuesday. 
Stone was called as a Government 
witness in the trial of Mason and 


Maj. Percy Owen, also a former 
Illinois prohibition director, for 
conspiracy to violate the prohibi- 
tion law. 

Stone said he gave Mason, $3000 
after Mason had agreed that he 
would use political pressure while 
Stone handled the legal end of the 
business, and added that he paid 
Mason $23,000 within three months, 
May to August,°1925, in money re 
ceived for the approval of wine 
withdrawal permits. 

It was the first time Mason's 
name had been mentioned in tes- 
timony, the previous three days of 
the trial having been devoted by 
the Government to outlining the 
alleged conspiracy by which more 
than 1,000,000 gallons of sacra- 
mental wine was said to have been 
withdrawn illegally at the rate of 
$300 for 2000 gallons. 

“After a talk with Mason in re- 
gard to the sacramental wine he 
safi he was in a position to demand 
poltical courtesy and that he“was 
willing to take up the matter with 
the prohibition office,’’ Stone testi- 
fied. ’ 

Mason asked, Stone said, that no 
mention of his name be made, be- 
cause he was representing a dry 
district. 

Later, Stone related, the collec- 
tions stopped and the sacramental 
wine business collapsed after the 
arrest of Rumps and Bennett. 

He told of a meeting with Owen 
in which Owen glaimed Mason had 
double-crossed him. Stone |. said 
Mason refused to contribute to the 
campaign fund of Bennett and 
Rumps, but that Owen finally save 
$1000. 

Stone testified that he split the 
$300 for each permit in this way— 
$200 to Mason, $50 to himself and 
$50 to A. FE. Bennett and, Bernard 
Rumps, prohibition agents. After 
the first few payments, Stone testi- 
fied Mason told him to “raise the 
ante’ from $300 to $400 and the 
increase was split proportionately. 
Wednesday was distribution day 
and Mason's office “payoff house,” 
said Stone, adding that he collect- 
ed between $32,000 and $34,000 be- 
tween May and August, 1925, turn- 


the agents and retaining $5000. 

At the opening of today's court 
session, Mason saw his expressed 
hopes of going before the voters 
with a clean’ slate dashed when 
Federal District Judge Carpenter 
announced that after today court: 
would be adjourned until next 
Wednesday, the day after the elec- 
ion, so the jurors from out of Chi- 
cago might return home to vote. 

Today's first witness was Harry 
Ex. Chicago representative of the 
Califotia Fruit Products Co., who 
was natied in the indictment. but 
not made a defendant.

CHICAGO, Oct. 29,—Richard 
Evans, 19 years old, was executed 
today for the murder of a Chicago 
policeman. He was hanged at the 
Cook County jail at, 7:10 o'clock. 

Befor® going to the gallows 
Evans confessed that he and not a 
drunkeh companion, as he had 
steadfastly maintained, ‘shot and 
killed Patrolman Edward Finhegan 
last March after the officer arrest- 
ed the two for speeding. 

Frantic eleventh-hour’ efforts 
were made to stay the hanging, as 
it was stayed a week ago to per- 
mit review by the Supreme Court. 
The court refused to intervene. The 
city was searched without success 
for a Judge who would issue a 
stay writ on an insanity petition 
and efforts to reach Gov. Small 
failed. 

Evans remajned comp d during 
the final hours before ‘the death 
march, devoting the later hours in 
the death cell to writing notes, one 
to the mother who, with his father, 
mortgaged a home to obtain de=- 
fense funds. He walked unaided to 
the gallons, outwardly calm, and 
his only statement was, “I will have 
paid my debt to God and soctety.” 

Besides admitting killing Finne- 
gan, Evans also told police that he 
and Otto Hacker had committed 10 
robberies before the murder  oc- 
curred. Evang first came to Py 
attention of police at the age of 13, 
when he was sentenced to a refor- 
matory. He had been paroled sev- 
en months before the officer was 
killed.

REED FASHIONS 
NEW PHRASES TO 
DESCRIBE HYDE 
Continued From Page 8. 
“That wasn’t fair, that wasn’t right.’ 
Neighbors began to be neighbors 
again, and the old feelings were 
forgotten. Eight years went by. 
“And after all that time, in a 
Republican state convention, the 
man picked to sound the battle cry 
raised the ugly standard of hatred 
for Germans. : 
“There is no use trying to deny 
that, unless you assume that Hyde 
was an absolute idiot; and in that 
case, those who applauded him 
were no less idiots. 
Play on Prejudice Charged. 
“¥+ is the business of keynote 
speakers to find the weak spot in 


the enemy’s armor and to drive the 
lance through. So he charged, 
against Harry Hawes, that he went 
to Europe and brought back Mrs. 
Adolphus Busch to this country. 
“What's the joke, if it is a joke? 
Mr. Williams says it was @ joke. 
What was funny about taking a 
grandmother, now 84 years old. 
sick and in danger, and helping her 
get back to the country where she 
had 52 living descendants? 

“It wasn’t intended as a joke. It 
was intended to play on old preju- 
dices. They were trying to say that 
Harry Hawes was too intimate with 
the Busch family. And Hyde says 
he wasn’t talking about this good, 
sweet, noble woman; but about the 
large fee. I can understand that. 
If Hyde had to pay any kind of a 
fee, it would wring his soul. Well, 
I haven’t heard Gussie Busch, or 
Mrs. Busch, or any of the family, 
say that Harry Hawes took a cent, 
and if he did, they gave it willing- 


ly. 


‘“Jiss of Serpent of Hate.” 


“That statement of Hyde’s was 
the hiss of the serpent of hate. He 
herds with the drys, and you know 
there are some people so dry that 
their souls have dried up, and the 
blood in their veins has turned to 
poison. 

“What was the crime about help- 
ing Mrs. Busch? If it had been 
somebody besides a woman who 
had married a German, would he 
even have mentioned the act of 
helping to get her out of a war- 
infested country? What is the de- 
gree and measure of his hate and 
malice? In what scales can we 
weigh such a soul as his? Her 
crime was, that as a girl, she gave 
her heart and hand to Adolphus 
Busch, who was guilty of the vil- 
lainy of being born in Germany. 

“Down through the years they 
went, and 13 children came _ to 
them. Her honored husband died, 
and later the war came. August— 
Gussie—and the family bought $3,- 
500,000 worth of Liberty Bonds. 
But—the father and grandfather 
were born in Germany.” 

Tribute to Busch Family. 

Senator Reed then described the 
Busch home in Southern California, 
and told how, since the war, it has 
been turned over to an American 
Legion post, for the benefit of dis- 
abled service men. He told of a 
visit to the place, and described a 
garden nook where Mrs. Busch 
had been accustomed to sit, near 
a marble bust of her husband. 

“And now, when the snows of 84 
winters are on her brow, and her 
eyes are looking into the not too 
distant shadow land, this wretch 
hisses in this noble woman’s ear. 
aS a rattlesnake might hiss, ‘Your 
husband was born in Germany!” 

“What a good thing that the 
world is not full of such people as 
Arthur Hyde! Why did God make 
Hyde? Answer that, and I'll. tell 
you why God made the Devil. 

Criticism of Williams. 

“And why does a@ man running 
for United States Senator put forth 
a creature like that, ot go up and 
down this State, still trying to ap- 
peal to hatred, to fan smoldering 
embers of ill will? If I were run- 
ning for office, and a fellow in- 
troduced my campaign in that man- 
ner, I'd take him out behind the 
barn, with no witnesfes but the 
sentinel stars, and we would have 
settled that question. I wouldn’t 
4 around saying that he was jok- 
ng.”’ 

This part of the Concordia Hall 
speech came after a discourse on 
prohibition, to which Reed led up, 
as in his recent Hotel Chase speech, 
by passages about tyranny, pro- 
scription and intolerance, and by 
comparisons of the _ prohibition 
law with suppositious laws 
against coffee, tobacco, corsets and 
high-heeled shoes. 


It is not impossible, Reed de- 
clared, that regulation of habits 
might extend to the point of for- 
bidding the eating of meat. ‘‘No- 
body knows,” he said, “but Wayne 
B. Wheeler may get indigestion any 
day, and if his stomach should get 
out of order, your freedom to eat 
what you wish would be in danger. 
And George Williams wouldn't 
know what he thought about it 
until he could take a referendum.” 

Antisaloon League Denounced. 

“We've had a lot of people pass- 
ing our laws who haven't any more 
sense than Arthur Hydé,” was one 
of his explanations of prohibition. 
He told also of the use of propa- 
ganda upon Congressmen, and de- 
nounced the Antisaloon League. 

“It is strange,’’ Reed comment- 
ed, “that the races which have con- 
quered the Arctic, which have 
swept under the burning Southern 
sun, which have gazed into the 
unknown and won the triumphs of 
science, which have been the best 
defenders of thelr homes upon th« 
battle line, which have covered the 
earth with tenrples, cathedrals and 
schools, have been made up of 
fellows who accasionally take a 
glass of beer or some schnapps.” 
There followed the inevitable Lin- 
coln-Grant anecdote, telling. of the 
war President's desire to get some 
of Grant's brand of whisky to send 
to all his Generals. 

There followed 
that mental and spiritual compu)- 
sion might be employed upon peo- 
ple, as well as regulations affect- 
ing physical habits. The thumb-

There had bn testimony that 
when the klan was in a dying 
condition, Watson took hold, re- 
vived it and revamped it in a 
personal political machine. 

It had been testified that Wil- 
liam F. Zumbrunn, general coun- 
sel and political strategist of the 
klan, had used the klan machin- 
ery to drum up contests over 
seats in the United States Senate 
in which he would be retained as 
coupe for one of the contest- 
ants. 

The Republican Mayors of In- 
dianapolis and Evansville had 
been revealed in the humiliating 
act of making a pligrimage to the 
shrine of “Imperial Wizard” 
Hiram Evans, at Washington to 
get their orders, and of accepting 
their expense money from the 
klan treasury. 

Additional evidence had been 
given of the determination of 
Evans and Zumbrunn that the 
klan membership in Indiana must 
“deliver” for Watson in his race 
for renomination this year, and 
nad summarily ikcked out klan 
officers who refused to obey 
those orders. 

Watson had been portrayed in 
an attitude of close and friendly 
co-operation with the notorious 
D. C, Stephenson, “grand drag- 
on,” who afterward was convict- 
ed and sentenced for murdering 
a girl. 


Mrs. Vivian Tracy Wheatcraft, 
admitted organizer of “poison 
squads” of “whispering women,” 
who peddled gossip in Watson’s 
behalf and later came to Missouri 
to work for Senator Williams, 
had been identified by a witness 
as Watson's chief liaison officer 
with local klan leaders. ; 

_ There were other casualties, too, 
but they were minor affairs in con- 
trast with the great events of a 
day which produced a greater vol- 
ume and a wider range of evidence 
explained the strange marriage of 
the Republican party to the klan 
than any preceding day of the en- 
tire inquiry. 
Denials by Senators. 

Late last night Senators Watson 
and Robinson issued denials of the 
statements that they were members 
of the klan, and would take advan- 
tage of Senator Reed's offer to per- 
mit them to file affidavits with his 
committee in defense of themselves.

ENEMY OF WORKER 


Only in Last Four Years, 
He Declares, Has There 
Been Popular Rule in 
Italy. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Oct. 29. —— Fascisni's 
strength, youthful vfgor and deter- 
mination, were emphasized anew in 
a message which Premier Mussolini! 
delivered before a vast throng of 
Black Shirts in the Colosseum yes- 
terday. It was the celebratioz of 
the fourth anniversary of the Fas- 
cist march on Rome. 

The message was read at various 
meetings throughout the country 
by members of the Government and 
high Fascist authorities. 

It reviewed the work of the Fas- 
cist Government, the reforms that 
had been carried out and the prog-

*Hoover said that on Watson’s 
recommendation I probably would 
fill the bill, and gave me an ap- 
plication blank to fill out. I went 
back to see Senator Watson. He 
told me the blank must be  in- 
dorsed with the name of influen- 
tial men and by all means to have 
Stephenson sign it. as Steve was 
the political boss of Indiana. But 
TI know that Steve had been suc- 
ceeded by Walter Bosert as the 
‘grand dragon’ of Indiana, and I 
asked the Senator if it wouldn't 
be a good idea to have Bossert 
sign it, too. i 

“The Senator said: ‘Oh, hell, no. 
He’s a dead one. Bossert won't play 
ball with me, and he is to be re- 
moved. The arrangements are be- 
ing perfected now. It will be a 
good thing for the klan, for with 
Bossert out of the way, we will be 
able to reconcile the Bossert and 
Stephenson factions.’ 

“As soon as I got back to In- 
dianapolis Steve indorsed my ap- 
plication blank, and told me _ to 
take it to Bert Thurman, the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue (a 
Watson appointee), who was han- 
dling Watson’s political matters in 
Indiana. 

Stephenson Phaned Watson. 

“When two or three weeks went 
by without any action, I went to see 
Steve, and told him to stir Watson 
up. He called Watson on long dis- 
tance right away, and told him 
that my appointment must go over 
‘at once. He said Watson owed 
him that much. When he finished 
talking he said the Senator had 
promised to look after it. 

“Two or three days later Steve 
got into his trouble. Thurman 
told me I had better fill out an- 
other application, as it wéuld em- 
barrass the Senator to have Steve's 
indorsement on an application that 
her was backing, now that Steve 


was in disgrace.” . 
“When you say Stephenson got 
into his trouble,” said Reed, “you 
mean that he was indicted for the 
murder for which he was afterward 
convicted?”

An Uncompromising Banner Bearer. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


HE issue that determines my vote it 


the coming senatorial election is the 

prohibition issue. 

I seldom take stimulants-in any form, 
and to be entirely denied the right to use 
wlcoholic beverages works no hardships 
on me. But I am now and have always 
been, and will continue to-be bitterly ovp- 
posed to prohibition. It is immoral in 
principle, is evil in practice and is a 
highly unwatranted interference by the 
State with the freedom of the citizen. 
As far as the majority of the inhabitants 
of this State are concerned, the eight- 
eenth amendment was fastened upon 
them in direct opposition to their legal- 
ly expressed will at the polls and in 
contravention of the then and now con- 
stitutional provision of the State of Mis- 
sourt, Section 3, Article 2, which pro- 
vides: 

“The Legislature is not authorized 
to adopt, nor will the people of this 
State ever assent to any amendment 
or change of the Constitution of the 
United States which may in any wise 
impair the right of local self-govern- 
ment belonging to the people of the 

State,” 

The ballot is the only peaceable 
weapon available to a citizen who dc- 
sires to secure a repeal of an unjust 
lew. <Any question {that the voter is 
called upon to determine by his ballot {s 
@ political question. To deny this, or !o 
geek to differentiate the prohibition 
question from other political questions is 
plain political claptrap. 

Before the campaign began I believed 
that Senator Williams would take a de- 
termined stand against prohibition, and 
on the assumption that he would, wrote 
to him in the spring of this year that I 
would be glad to do what I could to in- 
sure his election. But as the campaign 
progressed and I saw him more and more 
surrender what I believed to be his con- 
victions on the Hquor question to what 
be coneldered the expediencies of the 
campaign, I determined to vote for Mr. 
Hawes at the coming senatorial election 
and shall do so, and I urge all those of 
my fellow citizens who are opposed to 
prohibition to do likewise. 

If Senator Williams believes that there 
ia a legal obstacle to entire repeal of tue 
Volstead law—which there is not—-whw 
does he not state what such obstacle Is. 
There is no legal obstacle to a repeal of 
the Volstead law, and the legal effect of 
such repeal would be the practical aboll- 
tion of national prohibition, and there 
{in no legal or moral reason why a Sen- 
ator of the United States should mot vore 
for the absolute repeal of the Volstead 
act. 

If Senator Williams believes, as his 
speeches indicate heebelieves, that the 
ends desired by those opposed to prohi- 
bition cannot be gained by legislation, 
then, in my opinion, he is not a proper 
person to represent that element in the 
fenate of the United States. If he is of 
‘opinion that there is no legal obstacle to 
n repeal or modification of the Volstead 
act, but that it is improper for a Senator 
of the United States to vote for its repeal 
or modification as long as the eighteenth 
amendment remains on- the statute 
books, then, in my- opinion, he is an !m- 
proper person to represent the antti-pro- 
hibition element in the Senate of the 
United States. If he is of opinion that 
there is no legal obstacle to a repeal or 
modification of the Volstead act, but 
that it fe useless to endeavor to elect 
Senators who are opposed to the Volstead 


“ act, because in any event there will re- 


main a sufficient number of dry Senators 
who will outvote the wet Senators, then 
he is not a proper person to represent 
the wets in the Senate of the United 
States. 

I grant you that Mr. Hawes does not 
so as far as I should like to see him ro 
in the direction in which I am going, but 
at least he is going in my direction and 
is not afraid to say that that is the direc- 
tion in which he is going. He agrees 
with me that something can and shoul 
be done to modify the Volstead act, 
while the position of Senator Williams 
gcoms to be, as near as his position on 
be ascertained from various statements 
he has made of it, that the entire ques- 
tion is not one for him to decide, because 


-{t le not a political question; that even if 


it Were a political question and he had to 
gecide it, he would not do so, because ft 
i, such a plain question that his constit- 
vents can decide it for themselves wi.h- 
out any advice from him, and that when | 
they have decided it and advised him of 
the decision reached, he will carry out 
auch decision, but for fear that so.ne 
method might be found by which the 
decision of the people might be miie 
clear to him during the campaign, his 
Jatest utterances on the subject prefor 
the request that the people do not make 
the decision now, but that the same be 
postponed until two years from now, 
when he is not a candidate for offiloa, 
and when the next presidential election 
will have been a thing of the pasf.

| THE KLAN IN POLITICS. 

The investigation by Senator Reed into the po- 
litical activities of the Ku Klux Klan in Indiana was 
brought to a climax by evidence that Senator Watson 
is a member of the klan and carried in his pocket 
a passport from Imperial Wizard Evans entitling him 
to all the rights and privileges of citizenship in the 
Invisible Empire. 

Former klansmen testified that Senator Watson 
was the life of the klan. He, it was said, revived it 
after the Stephenson debacle, and the klan devoted 
its energies to his re-election. he prime duty of 
Indiana klansmen was to support Senator Watson. 

It was brought out that the klan was actively en- 
gaged through General Counsel Zumbrunn and 
others in trying to influence the Senate, and particu- 
larly to obtain the election and seating of candidates 
favorable to klan purposes. The klan picked candi- 
dates wherever they thought there was a choice be- 
tween them. 

The important point fn these revelations was not 
the testimony that Senator Watson worked with the 
klan and the klan worked with him. His relations 
with the klan affected merely the political fortunes 
of one man. The significant thing was the klan’s 
object and purpose through the election and seating 
of Watson and others to obtain control of the Sen- 
ate. It is a fair presumption, although nothing has 
been done along this general line, that the activities 
of the klan were directed to the control of the entire 
Congress and other departments of government. The 
country had an exhibition of its power and purpose 
to control the Democratic nomination for President. 

The revelations in Indiana give new and”intensi- 
fied significance to the political activities of the klan 
in other states where its leaders select candidates 
and urge klansmen to support them. 

In Missouri the klan has revived its activities for 
the purpose of controlling the election of a United 
States Senator in this State. Through Grand Dragon 
Campbell the klan has openly avowed its preference 
for Senator Williams over his Democratic opponent 
Harry B. Hawes, who denounced and has persistently 
fought it as a menace to American institutions from 
its beginning. The klan hopes by its control of the 
balance of power through the votes of its members 
to elect the candidate it has indorsed. 

Senator Williams has denied any connection or 
sympathy with the klan. Nevertheless, its indorse- 
ment stands. His election would be hailed as a vic- 
tory for the klan and would tend to strengthen its 
power and influence in the State. 

What klan power means in municipal, state or 
Federal government has been demonstrated. It 
means the setting up of secret, invisible government, 
in which the rights, liberties and welfare of all the 
people are sacrificed to the interests of the klan. It 
means the proscription of citizens on accotint of 
race, religion or color. It means lawlessness and cor- 
ruption, violence and crime. 

The Ku Klux Klan has been scotched but not 
killed. It is a menace to American free govern- 
ment, a menace to every citizen whose rights and 
liberties its places in jeopardy. Every time it shows 
its head it should be struck down. If it is not 
crushed, constitutional government will perish.

BANK FAILURES - MISSOURI - 7 

Some of the reasons that Missouri has had 183 
bank failures since 1923 were given by O. B. French, 
former Finance Commissioner, in @ 
the Missouri Bankers’ Association. 

It is tod easy to organize a bank in) Missouri. Mr. 
French thinks the Finance Commissioner should be 
given greater discretionary powers in granting char- 
ters. He should be permitted to refuse charters to 
banks not needed, which are to be manned by irre- 
sponsible persons or are to be used as convenient: 
borrowing places for enterprises in which bank offi- 
cials are interested. 

The mirfimum capital of banks should be raised 
from $10,000 to $25,000. Nearly half the bank fail- 
ures since 1895 have been of banks capitalized for 
$10,000 or less. So small a capital constitutes inade- 
quate protection for depositors and creditors: Such 


banks cannot afford to employ capable officers, their | 


average salary being $50 per month. The loss of one 
large loan might prove disastrous. Stockholders and 
directors have too slight an investment to be vitally 
interested in the bank’s business. 

‘The banks of Missouri are not subject to adequate 
supervision. There are 1356 banks and trust com- 
panies to be examined, and only 22 State examiners 
to go around. It is a physical impossibility for such 
a small force to cover the ground. 

Many bank failures have been caused by injudi- 
cious loans on real estate. Loans on real estate 
should be secured by a first lien thereon, and the law 
should be changed accordingly. There should also be 
a provision limiting real estate loans. 

Some of these ideas and others have been embodied 
in a plan for the reconstruction’ of the Missouri 


banking code, drafted by a subcommittee headed by} 


B. T. Hurwitz, former blue-sky commissioner, and 
designed for submission to the Legislature. 

We do not know whether'the French-Hurwitz pro- 
gram would end the shocking condition of banking 
in Missouri, but we are sure it will improve it con- 
siderably. Even if most Missouri bank failures are 
“honest” ones, the great volume of them constitutes 
a scandal and a disgrace. 
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HAVE POETS LOST PRESTIGE?

CHECKED PRICE-FIXING MONOPOLY. 
It took less than a year for the American rubber 
consumers to break the back of the British Govern- 
ment rubber price-fixing monopoly. The British 
Government refused to modify its export control of 
rubber and release raw rubber in quantities suffi- 
cient to bring down the excessively high price, 

The American consumers’ and our Government’s 
protests on this subject went unheeded so with the 
price of rubber soaring to $1.21 per pound in 1925 
—-the grower produces it for 15 to 18 cents per 
pound—the American buyers and manufacturers got 
together amd pledged themselves to reduce their 
purchases of crude rubber to a minimum; to use 
more reclaimed rubber and to improve the wearing 
quality of their products. 

This intensive co-operative drive against unfair 
prices has met with success. Though we have man- 
ufactured 2,500,000 more automobiles this year, the 
raw rubber purchases have shrunk 120,000,000 
pounds. The life of tires has been subtantially in- 
creased, and the rubber goods repair business has 
been increased 37 per cent. The price of raw rubber 
is now 40 cents per pound. The experts estimate 
that this price is still costing us $240,000,000 a year 
more than we should pay on a fair basis. 

Why not apply this economic thumbscrew, which 
has proven itself fairly successful in the case of 
rubber, to others of the eight remaining essential 
commodities which we are forced to import, and 
which are now controlled by foreign Government 
price-fixing monopolies? By” this process it is evi- 
dent we have some hope of causing foreign price 
fixers to see the error of their ways.

To do 
this, put the oysters in a strainer 
placed over a bowl, pour cold wa- 
ter over them, allowing one-half 
cup of water to each quart of oy- 
sters. Carefully pick over oysters, 
taking one separately in the fin- 
gers to remove any particles of 
shell which may adhere to the 
tough muscles.

Allow six 
to each person and arrange on deep 
plates filled with crushed ice—
